Mr. Justice Ewing Points 
Out That There Were 
Remarkable Features 


Pointing out that there were some 
remarkable features about the case 
and that the mystery was more than | 
he could solve, Mr. Justice Ewing) 
gave J. Gordon Savage the benefit | 
of the doubt and acquitted § the! 
former aldermanic candidate in! 
Criminal court, Tuesday evening, | 
at the conclusion of the hearing of 
the three charges of attempting to 
pervert, obstruct and defeat the 
ends of justice. 

Savage rushed forward and shook 
hands with his counsel, H. H. Parlee, 
K.C., and S. Bruce Smith, as soon 
as he heard the decision of the 
court, while the members of the ac- 
cused's family crowded around with 
congratulations and expressions of 
joy 

The accused was alleged to have 
gone to the home of Walter Tudge, 
following the arrest of his son, 
Robert Tudge, on a charge of shoot- 
ing Walter Wilson, and attempted 
to get the elder Tudge to have his 
son swear Out an affidavit making 
Carl Berg and C. H. Marson and 
Harold Wright responsible for the 
crime. 


CANNOT DOUBT EVIDENCE 

In the summing up, Mr. Justice 
Ewing said: “The three crown wit- 
nessces are all in one family and 
could hardiy be mistaken. I can not 
doubt their evidence; a story so 
weird and fantastic can hardly 
have been thought up. On the othef 
hand, it seems incredible that a 
sane man could have gone to the 
home of a comparative stranger 
and try to involve others in a con- 
spiracy by making promises that a 
schoolboy would not believe.” 

“Then, for the defence,” went on 
Mr. Justice Ewing, “we have the 
members of the accused's family | 
and also four independent wit- 
nesses—I call the maid an_ inde- 
pendent witness for she is not now 
jin the employ of the Savage fam- 
ily—who have amply demonstrated | 
that the accused could not have 
been at Tudge’s home before 2 p.m 
It is true that the time is not the 
basis of the charge, but if they can 
be mistaken in the time, they can 
also be mistaken in other things 
-.. it would be too great a strain 
to attempt to solve this mystery 
and I am accordingly giving the ac- 
cused the benefit of the doubt.’ 

His Lordship then dealt briefly
